GENERAL 

A  survey  of  the  Thames  River  was  conducted  by  representatives 
of  the  OWRC,  on  July  6,  7,  and  ^,  1959.    Samples  were  obtained  at 
established  sampling  points  throughout  the  course  of  the  stream. 
STREAM  CONDITIONS 

The  temperature  was  recorded  as  being  between  yO^F.  and 
^G^F.  during  the  survey.    There  was  some  rainfall  on  July  6,  and 
this  had  contributed  to  the  turbid  condition  of  the  stream  and  its 
^  tributaries • 
STREAM  FLOWS 


The  following  flow  figures  obtained  at  recording  stations 

on  the  main,  south  and  north  branches  of  the  Thames  River  are 

submitted  for  comparison.

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These  figures  indicate  that  the  average  flow  during  the 
sampling  period  was  approximately  equal  to  50%  of  the  average  daily- 
flow  during  July  1956-5^  inclusive. 
SAMPLING 

Samples  were  submitted  to  the  Commission's  laboratory 
for  analyses.    The  results,  together  with  a  description  of  the 
sampling  points,  are  attached  to  this  report. 
OBSERVATIONS 

The  laboratory  results  revealed  pollution  at  several  points, 
resulting  from  sanitary  and  industrial  wastes  being  discharged  without 
treatment  into  the  stream.    The  OWRC  suggested  standards  for  a  clean 
stream  are  4  parts  per  million  B.O.D.  and  coliform  counts  not 
jpxceeding  2,400, 

It  will  be  observed  by  the  analyses  that  pollution  was 
excessive  in  Baptiste  Creek  below  Tilbury.    Both  sanitary  wastes 
from  the  town,  and  v/astes  from  a  canning  factory  are  discharged 
into  the  tributary  of  the  Thames  River.    A  similar  situation  existed 
at  Tremblay  Creek  in  the  vicinity  of  Tilbury.    Chatham  was  found  to 
be  contributing  to  the  gross  pollution  of  the  Thames  River.  No 
treatment  is  provided  by  the  municipality  for  the  sanitary  and 
industrial  v/astes.    McGregor  Creek,  another  tributary  of  the  Thames 
River,  was  in  poor  condition  as  a  result  of  strong  industrial  v/astes 
being  discharged  without  treatment.    Laboratory  analyses  revealed 
serious  poi^lution  in  the  London  area.    While  the  Thames  River  appeared 
to  be  in  good  condition  above  the  City  of  London,  serious  pollution  was 
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indicated  for  several  miles  dov/nstream  from  the  municipality.  The 

survey  revealed  serious  pollution  in  the  south  branch  of  the  Thames 

River  below  Ingersoll  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Beachville,  Laborf<tory 

examinations  also  revealed  that  the  tributaries  of  the  stream  were, 

in  a  number  of  cases_^  in, a  damaged  condition  in  the  vicinity  of 

municipalities  and  milk  plants  in  the  rural  areas. 

Pollution  was  evident  in  the  north  branch  of  the  river 

below  Mitchell,  as  a  result  of  wastes  from  private  end  commercial 

premises  being  discharged  without  treatment  into  the  stream.  Sources 

of  pollution  are  knovm  to  exist  st  St.Mary^s.     However,  samples  obtained 

in  the  vicinity  of  the  municipality  were  satisfactory  at  the  time  of

the  survey.    Some  pollution  was  indicated  at  Wye  Creek  near  Thorndale, 
but  corrective  steps  have  been  taken  by  m^pinicipal  officials. 
SUTTORY 

Excessive  pollution  in  the  Thames  River    was  evident  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  more  heavily  populated  municipalities.    The  strear' 
appeared  to  be  in  a  damaged  condition  belox'/  Tilbury,  Chatham,  London 
and  Ingersoll,    The  north  branch  of  the  Thames  River  was  in  a  poor 
condition  below  Mitchell, 

Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  by  the  municipality 
concerned  to  provided  adequate  treatment  of  sanitary  and  industrial 
wastes.

GENERAL 

Mr.A.Harold,  Reeve  of  the  Village  of  Wardsville,  was 
interviewed.    The  pollution  of  surface  water  drains  was 
reviewed  at  that  time. 

POLTUTION 

Sources  of  pollution  in  the  Village  of  Wardsville  were 
investigated  during  the  Middlesex  County  pollution  survey  of 
19$a.    This  included  the  locating  and  sampling  of  surface  v/ater 
^        drains.    Laboratory  analyses  of  the  drain  effluents  revealed  that 
the  drains  were  contributing  to  the  pollution  of  the  Thames  River. 
It  was  recommended  in  the  Middlesex  County  Pollution  Report  that 
a  survey  be  carried  out  by  municipal  officials  to  locate  and 
.  eliminate  all  sanitary  sewer  connections  to  surface  water  drains. 

Reeve  Harold  could  not  report  any  progress  in  the  elin-iination 
of  sources  of  pollution  at  Wardsville. 


SUmARY 


It  x^ras  generally  believed  that  pollution  of  the  Thames 
River  was  insignificant  at  V^ardsville.    However,  samples  obtained 
during  the  195^  survey  revealed  the  presence  of  sanitary  wastes 
in  the  drains  that  were  investigated.    It  is  forbidden  under  the 
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Ontario  Water  Resources  Commission  Act  to  conttribute  pollution  to 
watercourses.    Section  27(1)  of  the  Act  reads  as  follows: — 

^'Every  municipality  or  person  that  discharges  or  deposits 
any  material  of  any  kind  into  or  in  any  well,  lake,  river,  pond, 
spring,  stream,  reservoir  or  other  water  or  watercourse  or  on 
any  shore  or  bank  thereof  or  into  or  in  any  place  that  it  may 
impair  the  quality  of  the  water  of  such  well,  lake,  river,  pond, 
spring,  stream,  reservoir  or  other  water  or  watercourse  is  guilty 
of  an  offense  and  on  summary  conviction  is  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  more  than  |1,000  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  t^rm  of  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  to  both^« 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  local  officials  take 
immediate  steps  to  eliminate  illegal  connections  to  surface 
vmter  drains  at  Wardsville,  and  thus  prevent,  further  pollution 
of  the  Thames  River. 
RECOiWEND  AT  10  NS 

It  is  recommended  that  municipal  officials  take  immediate 
steps  to  eliminate  all  sanitary  sewer  connections  to  surface 
water  drains*

Mr. J.G.Foster,  Clerk  of  Tilbury,  was  interviewed  February  3,  I960. 
The  contact    was  to  determine  what  action  had  been  taken  to  cerry  out 
recommendations  made,  concerning  the  municipality,  in  the  October  195^ 
OVIRC  Pollution  Survey  Report  of  Kent  County. 

Recofrimendations  contained  in  the  report  were  that: 

1.  A  sewage  and  industrial  waste  treatment  programme  be  lindertaken 
to  control  pollution  in  Baptist e  and  Trembly  Creeks. 

2.  Industries  having  a  waste  which  would  not  be  acceptable  to  a 
municipal  sev/erage  works,  be  required  to  provide  treatment  conforming 
to  OViRC  objectives. 

PROGRESS 

A  combined  sewer  system  receives  sanitary  sewage,  industrial 
waste,  and  surface  water  flows.    These  wastes  are  discharged  without 
treatment  to  Baptiste  Creek. 

It  was  stated  that  the  possibilities  of  providing  municipal 
sewage  treatment  had  been  frequently  discussed  in  council,  but  to 
date  no  definite  action  had  been  taken.    There  are  two  canning 
factories  in  Tilbury,  the  Canadian  Canners  Limited  and  Hunt's  Foods 
Limited.    Previous  OWRC  investigations  confirm  that  neither  of  these 
plants  are  providing  satisfactory  waste  treatment.    Both  companies 
have  been  approached  by  the  municipality  of  Tilbury  to  try  to  work 
|out  a  common  programme  for  waste  treatment.    Hunts  Foods  Limited

emergency  discharge  of  sewage  from  the  hospital  to  the 
abandoned  sewage  treatment  plant  which  fomerly  served  this 
institution.    Partial  treatment  would  be  provided  for  these 
flo^fs  prior  to  their  discharge  to  Lake  Ontario. 
Kingston  Grain  Elevator  and  GataraquJ^  J^otf  and  Country  Club 

The  City  of  Kingston  Board  of  Works  has  notified  the 
Managers  of  the  above  concerns  that  sewer©  will  not  be  provided 
for  these  premises  within  the  foreseeable  future,  and  that  any 
eorrectlve  seasures  will  have  to  be  provided  privately. 

No  commercial  or  industrial  firms  have  sectored 
municipal  sanitary  sewer  connections  as  reecMnmended  in  the 
Commission's  report*    fhe  manager  of  Brookside  Farm  Bairy  has 
requested  a  sewer  connection  but  it  would  appear  that  the  city 
officials  have  been  slow  to  respond* 
£^tora  Sew^r  F3^anning 

The  city's  I960  budget  reportedly  provides  for  stora 
sewer  construction  on  Division  Street  from  Princess  street  to 
the  lakeshore,  and  on  Nelson  Street.

XWTRODUCTIOy 

Enquiries  were  made  at  the  City  of  Oshawa  on  P^arch  24th, 
I960,  to  review  the  progress  made  by  local  authorities  in  excTu«iinp 
contaminated  discharges  from  watercourses.    In  a  memorandum  to 
Dr. Berry  on  January  l6th,  I960,  Mr. E.vC. Johnston  had  suggested  that 
progress  reports  ormomoranda  should  be  submitted  by  Comnission  field 
staff  with  respect  to  Oshawa* s  pollution  abatement  prof^ramme.
